Hope Was High 


It was, I guess, an unusual 
dinner. We all wore overcoats 
and mufflers. About half the 

guests kept 
their hats on. A 
half dozen, 
maybe, never 
took off their 
gloves. 

This was Par- 
is, France, in 
January, 1945. 

It 


was no. coal. 
And no heat. 

It was a newspaper dinner. 

Hope and spirits were high. 

All French newspapermen 
present had been active in the 
Resistance movement. The old 
man who presided had issued an 
underground paper while the 
Nazis were there. His daughter 
had helped carry the _ smail 
pamphlet-like papers in a mar- 
ket basket. All daily risked their 
lives. 

The talk then was of the new 
France which was to rise out of 
the purifving fires. 

It didn’t. There had been cruel 
fires. They had burned out the 
dross. But, human nature re- 
asserted itself. Men and women 
ignored the fact compromise 
may be had without compromis- 
ing principle. The struggle for 
power replaced principle. 

France’s tragedy in part is that 
out of her great travail of war 
came 11 parties. These probably 
will wreck Mendes-France. If so, 
the country will, or can, become 
the fulcrum on which the future 
turns, 


Constitution 


When the war ended France 
admired Gen. DeGaulle, that 
solitary man of great and arro- 
gant eminence. But they feared 
him more. He smelled liked a 
dictator. They also remembered 
Marshal Petain, vain and weak, 
who had assisted the German 
dictatorship. 

So, they wrote a constitution 
which deliberately gave too lit- 
tle power to the executive gov- 
ernment and its prime minister. 
In order to do this they gave too 
much power to parliament. 

It is a system unlike others in 
the parliamentary order bor- 
rowed from Great Britain. The 
prime minister falls, but the 
parliament does not. If the min- 
isters fell, as they do in Great 
Britain when the goternment 
receives a vote of no confidence, 
then the members and their par- 
ties would be more responsible. 
In France, the members can do 
as they please. 

There are 627 deputies in the 
French Parliament. (France, let 
us say, is roughly the size of 
Texas.) The United States has 
96 senators and 434 in the 
House, for a total of 530. 


Parties 


Of the 11 parties, the largest 
and oldest is the ‘‘Parti Social- 
iste.’’ But it is not at all the 
strongest. Theoretically it be- 
lieves in state ownership of the 
means of production, It is divid- 
ed and often ineffective. For ex- 
ample—it wants a welfare state 
but it refuses to vote to any gov- 
ernment enough power to carry 
them out. 

Second is the ‘‘Parti Commu- 
niste.”” As the Socialists are not 
as strong as their numbers en- 
title them to be, the Commu- 
nists are stronger than their 
numbers. Many moderates vote 
with them because /they know 
that employers and the govern- 
ment agree to higher wages 
and welfare legislation out of 
fear of the Communists. 

Third is the ‘‘Movement Re- 
publicain Populaire.”’ This is the 
Roman Catholic party of social 
reform. It grew out of the old 
Socialist Party tradition. Leftist- 
socialist at war’s end, it now is 
moderate. 

DeGaulle’s party comes next— 
*‘Rassemblement du Peuple 
Francais.’’ The austere, arro- 
gant general has made his party 
largely ineffectual by frequently 
taking.it ‘‘out of politics.” It is 
nationalist, and far to the right. 

Fifth is the ‘Parti Republi- 
cain Radical et Radical-Social- 
iste.’”’ The French jest, saying it 
votes left and keeps its pocket- 
book on the right. It is an ex- 
tremely conservative party. 

Sixth is the ‘“‘Parti des Re 
publicains Independents.”’ It is 
a vested interest party. 

These are the more important. 
But the five remaining all have 
some strength. A Prime Min- 
ister must play ball with each. 

No man can keep that many 
parliamentary balls in the air 
at once. France will, in her own 
good time; break Mendes- 
France. She ‘will then go Com- 
munist or DeGaulle will take over.

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Delinquent Voters 
To Decide Election? 


If the pattern of the past holds true, 
the outcome of the election on Sept. 8 will 
be determined by the voters who stay at 
home. Less than half the registered voters 
will take the trouble to go to the polls. 

The election, then, will go by default. 
It will be decided by a minority of the 
citizens. Our government for the next four 
vears will be a minority government. The 
citizens will have abrogated their privilege 
and their duty to make a choice. 

In the last gubernatorial primary in 
1950, there was a total of 1,229,000 Geor- 
gia voters registered. Only 583,037 took 
the trouble to go to the polls. Less than 
half expressed a preference as to who 
would run the state. 

The laggard voter is largely respon- 
sible for the type of government we get. 
Hie has surrendered his responsibilities to 
the professional politicians and to those 
who very often can be herded to the polls 
in droves by the latter. He has not kept 
faith with the Democratic idea, nor even 
with the Republican idea. 

This is another plea to.Georgians that, 
to have good government, they must 
vote for it. Apathy only leads to a gradual 
loss of the people’s power—theoretically 
the source of all authority and power in 
our government, 

Except from outside force, the only 
way we will lose that power is to sur- 
render it. We can only blame ourselves if 
and when that should happen.

Will Become Policy 


President Eisenhower gave the Amer- 
ican people an insight into administration 
thinking about the future of the armed 
forces in his American Legion address 
yesterday. He officially set in motion 
public debate about the new program 
that will be offered the Congress next 
year—a program now in the planning 
stage. 

The present Selective Service law ex- 
pires next April. In the meantime, a pro- 
gram is being worked out that will be 
geared to security in a world threatened 
with atomic warfare. It is a program 
that the American people themselves will 
have to decide. 

“We have failed miserably,” said the 
President, ‘‘to maintain that strong, ready 
military reserve in which we have be- 
lieved for 150 years. At long last 
we must build such a reserve. And we 
must maintain it. Wishful thinking and 
political timidity must’ no. longer bar a 
program so absolutely essential to our 
defense.” 

While the details are yet to be spelled 
out, compulsory reserve service seems to 
be in the cards. Faced with the terrific 
problems posed by continued buildups of 
Communist power, there is no alternative 
but to balance that power if we are to 
have peace. All reports show that the 
Reds—in seapower, in the air and cer- 
tainly in group forces—will surpass the 
West's potential in a relatively short time. 

There will be opposition to this new 
approach to universal military training. 
But as the President savs, we must vol- 
untarily put forth the effort necessary if 
the free world is to survive the challenge 
of dictatorship that relies on force. 

The President said other significant 
things such as again pointing out the 
fact that the Reds are spending $50 on 
propaganda for every dollar the United 
States spends. That's very true. It’s 
equally true, however, that the adminis- 
tration has done little or nothing to 
change that picture. 

Every American has an

To Destroy the ‘Rules’ 
Is to Destroy Freedom 


The Senate committee appointed to in- 
vestigate Sen. McCarthy may not come up 
with a censure of the senator but it may 
accomplish some good anyway. The group 
is giving a thorough going-over to rules 
governing investigations and may come up 
with recommendations that will give 
some protection to hapless citizens. 

The committee on federal legislation of 
the New York City Bar Association re- 
cently cited the danger of unbridled use 
of congressional immunity in conducting 
probes. It points out well the public con- 
fusion concerning such probes and the 
simple facts of law, as follows: 


‘It is not a function of the Congress cither 
to prosecute an individual or to determine 
whether he should be prosecuted for a past 
act. . We think it important not only to 
maintain the separation between the functions 
of Congress and those of the executive but 
also to restore the public understanding of 
that separation, which some recent hearings 
have tended to obscure.”’ ¢ 


The Wisconsin senator is quoted as 
telling a recent Senate subcommittee con- 
sidering ways to curb abuses of congres- 
sional probes that “each rule makes it 
more difficult to get a conviction.” 

The two statements illustrate well the 
dangers of the senator’s methods. The 
Bill of Rights and most of our laws are 
set up to protect the individual. Our 
“rules” were established to make it im- 
possible to convict on hearsay, rumor and 
speculation. To destroy them is to destroy 
freedom. 

The purpose of congressional investi- 
gations is to determine facts as a guide for 
legislation. They are not courts nor grand 
juries. When any member of Congress or 
when any committee of the same body 
undertakes to convict.or to acquit individ- 
uals, our system of separation of powers 
is indeed in jeopardy.

The South is a comparative Johnny- 
come-lately in the industrial picture. It 
is now aggressively pushing forward, 
bringing outraged cries of unfair compe- 
tition and: requests for curbs on its ag- 
gressiveness from Congress. 


The nation has learned its lesson, 
however. None of its regions can be 
kept in peonage because the prosperity 


of the whole depends upon all its parts. 
We've learned from the lessons of TVA, 
Grand Coulee and other developments 
that no section has a monopoly on eco- 
nomic opportunity and that expanding 
markets make for a dynamic national 
economy. 

Rising living standards in one area 
benefits the rest of the country. A dis- 
persal of industry is beneficial to the na- 
tion for military and economic reasons. 

Meanwhile, the shifts in population 
and economic opportunities continue. 
They enable the nation to grow in 
strength on every front. In this land 
of freedom they are normal and neces- 
Sary.

At any moment the 
little fellow might pass away.

WASHINGTON—It is already evident that the 
bi-partisan foundation of American foreign policy 
Is going to be grievously strained before the con- 


gressional electioneering goes very far. 
Even the preliminary campaign skirmishing makes it clear that 


both Sides will be stretching the truth out of all recognition. 
Republicans are setting out to make the 


vastly better than it really is. 

The Democrats are setting out 
to make it look vastly worse than 
it really is—each to the discredit 
of the other. 

This is normal American poli- 
tics, but it so happens that we are 
not living in a normal world. The 
dangers are too great, the need of 
a trustworthy, steadfast American 
leadership is too great to permit 
“politics as usual’ to run rampant 
during the next few months. 

A divisive, misleading distortion 
-of foreign policy issues may be 
halted before it goes too far. For- 
tunately both Adlai Stevenson, the 
Democratic party’s 1952 presiden- 
tial nominee, and Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, inde- 
pendently but almost. simultane- 
ously, acted this past week to put 
foreign policy action and foreign

Dewey, then the 
Republican presidential nominee, 

The fact is that from 1940 to 1954, 
the nation’s major foreign policy 
actions, which have contributed 
most to strengthening the United 
States and the free world, includ- 
ing aid to Greece and Turkey, the 
Marshall Plan, the North Atlantic 
Treaty and the defense of Korea, 
have sprung from the best of the 
leadership of both parties and 
have’ been made possible by the 
Congressional support of both par- 
ties. 

The coming Congressional 
campaign is no time to tear any 
of this down. Neither party will 
benefit by it because the country 
will be hurt by it. The strength of 
a bi-partisan foreign policy does 
not rest primarily upon bi-partisan 
consultation in Washington. It rests 
upon the unity within the country 
and upon the conviction that the 
leaders of both our political parties 
are’ putting the survival of Amer- 
ica ahead of all partisan consid- 
erations. If reckless politicians 
undermine that unity, it will not 
easily be restored. 


This has to do with the comprehensive trade program for which 
the President asked Congress last March in order to help our allies 
to help themselves, and thus strengthen their economies and relax 


their dependence upon us for financial aid.

it, you may recall, because of opposition within his own party. 


Now the President reaffirms his 
support of the program and an- 
nounces his intention to press for 
it in the next Congress. 

He is also seeking another Re- 
publican Congress. The paradox is 
this: How, if he gets that, does 
he expect to get the trade pro- 
gram that the present Republican 
Congress refused him? It is noth- 
ing but a matter of fixed political 
convictions working out in plain 
arithmetic. 

In the next Congress, if it should 
be Republican, the President would 
find the same two powerful fig- 
ures who blocked his trade pro- 
gram before in the same powerful 
places of authority. They are Rep. 
Dan Reed (R.-N.Y.), chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, and Sen. Eugene D. Mil- 


likin (R.-Colo.), chairman of the ' 
Senate Finance Committee. 

Below these two leaders, the 
lineup within the party in Cuwun- 


gress on the tariff issue will be 
about the same. You may count 
on that. 

There is one direct way for the 
President to try to change that 
lo his own way of thinking. That 
would be to make an issue of the 
tariff within his party and choose 


the basis of their tariff views. He 
has not the slightest intention of 
doing anything of the sort, or of 
choosing between Republicans on 
any issue. 

There is one possible result of 
the election which would give him 
enough votes for his trade pro- 
gram. That would be a Domo- 
cratic Congress. But he can't get 
mixed up in anything like that, 
or even think of it. 

One other Course is open to him 
as leader of the Republican Party. 
That would be to make such an 
issue of foreign trade in general 
terms — in campaign speeches 
addressed to the public at large— 
that he would impress the people 
sv that they would, in time and in 
turn, bring pressure upon the next 
Cengress to do what the President 
wants, 

One obstacle to a real campaign 
by the President on foreign trade 
is that it might offend many Re- 
publicans. It can be forecast with- 
out much risk that you'll hear 
little of it in the campaign; but, 
by the same _ token, don't be 
shocked when, in the next Cone 
gress, if it's a Republican Cone
